NOTED POET-PREACHER DE-

James A. Sell, of Hollidaysburg, 
Pa., spent several days on College

Reverend Sell is a prominent writer 
for the “Gospel Messenger’’, an>l is 
well known among the Churches of 
the Brethren. He is the oldest min- 
ister in the church of the Brethren 
to-day, having served in the pulpit 
for over sixty years. He was put 
in the ministry at the age of nine- 
teen years, and has been an active 
worker up to the present time. 

His sermon to the students was 
full of rich experiences and brought 
a vital message to every one. He 
also gave a short talk to the student 
body on Wednesday morning, Sep- 
tember 17. He pointed out very 
vividly that not those who have 
the mo^t money will get the best 
education but they who have the 
trongest desires for an education, 
and then persevere. 

An education means sacrifice, but 
above all in getting an education 
there must be dependence on Divine 
help and guidance. He illustrated 
that in every life there comes a 
turning point, and choosing the 
wrong road at this time will mean 
failure. The student meets many 
pcrnlcxing problems which can only 
be solved right by being prayerful 
in all things. It is important that 
students make it a habit of their 
life to go to God in prayer.

Hebrew Christian 
Addresses the 
Student Body 

Reverend Mr. Flacks Gives a Short 
Story of His Life 


Misses Alverda Hershey and Mar- 
tha Zercher were entertained by I. 
Hershey on College Avenue on Sun- 
day. 


Reverend Mr. Flacks who conduct 
ed a Bible Conference in the Church 
of God, gave a very interesting talk 
in the College Chapel on “How he 
came to this country and why he 
became a Christian.’’ At the age of 
fifteen he came to America to make 
his living as a peddler. At that 
time he refused to hear about God, 
but after almost thirty years some 
one spoke to him about God. It is 
only then that he knew that there 
was a vacancy in his heart that was 
never filled until Jesus came in 
When he became a Christian he 
prayed to God that he would use 
him among young people. His 
prayer was answered, and he has 
now been engaged in ministering to 
the young people for eight years. 
“I am happy in the privilege of 
wearing out in the work of the 
Lord’’, expresses his earnestness in 
doing itinerant work. 

Cne of the things that he strongly 
emphasized was that students should 
learn to search the Scriptures. He 
explained that the orthodox Jew is 
very faithful in reciting the Scrip- 
tures, but fails to find the eternal 
life in the Scriptures by searching. 
He showed very vividly by illustra- 
tion that only in Christ is eternal 
life, and that Christ and the Scrip- 
tures cannot be separated. If one 
is rejected, the other is rejected. 

He concluded by saying that 
though we go through college, we 
are not educated men and women 
unless we know the Bible. “Find 
your God and you have that which 
your soul needs.”

This dramatic story was told ’ by 
the Saviour as he was trying to get 
his learners to understand in its 
fulness the meaning of his work 
among them. The outstanding char- 
acters are the wise and the foolish 
virgins. It is remarkable to note 
in how many ways these ten virgins 
were alike. They all had the same 
aim, seemingly, all entered into 
the real spirit of the occasion, they 
were all sincere, they even all 
slumbered and slept while the bride- 
groom tarried. Failure to recog- 
nize this last fact quite often gives 
room for endless speculation. 

They differed, however, in one 
important respect. The foolish had 
no reserve oil with them. They 
lacked preparedness. They had not 
counted the Cost. They had ignored 
the future. They lacked reserve 
power. Here is the vital difference 
between the wise and the foolish 
virgins. 

It is just this reserve power. The 
idea that .carries us over the crisis 
in many respects. Naturally speak- 
ing, the man who goes down with 
pneumonia or typhoid wants to have 
in his circulatory system , many 
white corpuscles to fight off the 
disease. Educationally speaking the 
same thing is true; you are now en- 
gaged in building the habits’ of 
accuracy, neatness, and honesty, 
that desirable position. Spiritually 
speaking, this story means that we 
want to form the habit of depend- 
ence upon our communion with God, 
so that in the hour of disappoint-

In every college or academy there are certain organizations which 
are considered indispensable. The organizations of that nature in Eliza- 
bethtown College are the literary societies: The Homerian for College 
students, and the Keystone for preparatory students. Every student is 
required to be an active member of one of these societies in order to get 
credit for the work completed in the institution. 

Now then, since the Literary Society is considered an indispensable 
organization and since the training which it offers is essential, why do we 
face the problem of attendance at its meetings? Why do students miss 
society? Why are there such a variety of excuses for absences? Why do 
students avoid having their names appear on programs? 

Are these conditions due to the fact that students are not getting 
from the society the training that they should have? Do students not 
have time for this feature? Are the programs too stiff, dry and uninter- 
esting? I repeat the question, “Is it the nature of the programs?” 

Could we remedy these conditions by having the nature of our pro- 
grams changed occasionally? Why not render a few Shakespearian or 
other literary plays during a semester? Why not dramatize the charac- 
ters we study in literature and get the real meaning of these classics? 

The Homerian Literary Society is at present facing the problem of 
having even a 60% attendance in its public meetings which are held 
Saturday evenings. Is this a reality because Saturday evening is not an 
appropriate time for this meeting? Are the members interested in the 
activities of their own organization on a Saturday evening? 

The members of the Homerian society have concluded that the prob- 
lem of attendance and interest could be solved largely by having public 
meetings on Friday every two weeks. In making this change students 
who are away from school over week-ends could reap the benefits of these 
meetings before leaving.

Richmond’s Little Symphony Or- 
chestra, a sextette of former mem- 
bers of the Boston Symphony, ap- 
pears on this date. Because of the 
popularity of this organization the 
Bureau could not offer any choice 
of dates, i The world’s greatest 
masterpieces are presented in a 
manner which makes them admired 
by all types' of audiences. The in- 
strumentation-two violins, viola, ’cel- 
lo, flute and piano-affords marvelous 
opportunity for the display of won- 
derful orchestral effects. 

The second half of the course 
inclules three of the strongest 
lecturers on the American platform. 
Dr. Edward Amherst Ott is sche- 
duled to appear in his lecture on 
“Sour Grapes” on January 16. In 
this lecture Dr. Ott gives a popular 
study of biological ethics. “Sour 
Grapes” has been delivered over 
4,000 times and has been heard by 
over a million people. 

Bishop Francis John McConnell 
of the Pittsburg Area of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church will give the 
fifth number of the course.

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IS LIFE WORTH LIVING? 

By Dr. Frank Crane

A side light has been throvm upon the important question, whether 
life was worth living or not, by the recent experiments of Professor Flugel 

No one can resist statistics and, in the wealth of arguments on the 
question, it is refreshing to have some solid fact. 

The professor selected nine men to walk about with note books for a 
month in a comparatively unpleasant atmosphere, I do not know what, and 
note, all the time, their feeling of pleasure and displeasure. 

To sum up the whole of the. results they came out pretty well on the 
ordeal. Sixty-seven and seventy-two one-hundredths per cent, of their 
experiences were pleasant and only 32.28 per cent, unpleasant. One of 
the group spent one and one-half per cent, of his time in a state of pure 
ecstasy. He does not say whether this was due to eating, drinking, making 
love or reading poetry. The gloomiest of them was happy forty-six per 
cent of the time and unhappy thirty-six per cent. 

One result of the test was noteworthy; the professor discovered that 
those who experience the extremes of happiness or dejection are, on the 
whole, the unhappiest. This is merely another way of saying that those 
who are incapable of feeling any deep emotion suffer less than those who 
feel deeply. 

The ability to suffer pain is the cutting edge of the ability to enjoy 
pleasure and, as a rule, those who enjoy things the most are those who 
suffer other things the most. Their happiness or unhappiness is due to 
their ability to receive impressions. 

Every man has looked at the lower creatures, including all animals 
and some human beings, and envied them because their general level of 
happiness seems to be above his own and they do not have the times of 
depression which he experiences. But we should remember that the ability 
to enjoy anything keenly, that is proof that we can suffer keenly. 

Whether on the whole it is better to have such a calm disposition 
that we can neither suffer nor enjoy is a question that the reader -will 
have to settle for himself. 

The human being seems to require a certain average. If he goes be- 
low it he must go above it and vice versa. 

One lesson we may learn from all this is that self-restraint makes for 
long live and a general average of happiness. That is, those who restrain 
themselves from giving away too much in the one direction are those who 
will not be called upon to suffer in the other direction. 


Academy Vs. Stfphomores 
The ambitious Prep. Nine turned 
the tables on the Sophomores in a 
fine-inning contest,- the final score of 
which was 9 to 5 in favor of the 
Academy. To say the least, Octo- 
ber 16 meant for the Sophs a jolt- 
ing descent from their perch of 
absolute diamond supremacy. The 
Sophs have no intention of losing 
their lead however much the Aca- 
demy may hope to play and win an- 
other game with their College rivals.

Dr. J. M. Henry 
Addresses Audience 


“The hope of the world is' the 
Christian College with its founded 
ideals for the proper training of 
Christian leadership and character,” 
was the thought left by Dr. J. M. 
Henry, president of Blue Ridge 
College, in an address on “The Task 
of the Christian College,” as a 
part of the Founders’ Day program, 
being the twenty-fourth anniversary 
of Elizabethtown College, in the Col- 
lege Chapel Thursday evening.

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The purpose of education is to 
produce cultivated men. The stand- 
ard by which a cultivated man is 
measured changes with the times, 
but there are some general princi- 
ples that apply to all ages. Of these 
the most important is that a cultur- 
ed man must be a man of quick per- 
ception and broad affinities. These 
traits are not attained in solitude 
but in society. The church as a 
social institution has contributed 
more than any other to the cultural j 
development of mankind. Next to 
the church the forces that have con- 
tributed most to cultural advance- 
ment are the school and university. 

Educated mankind is governed by 
two passions: The desire for pure 
knowledge and the desire for being 
of service and of doing good. The , 
nineteenth century stressed pure ! 
knowledge. Thinkers of this period j 
recognized science as pure knowledge 
and scientific methods as the univer- 
sal methods of inquiry. In con- 
trast the twentieth century demands 
people who can do things. Society 
lays much stress on the acquisition 
of skill in some form of manual 
labor. Society demands that the 
doer of deeds be a man of character. 
This character is formed in the 
stream . of the world. In the last 
fifty years a greater change has 
taken place than in the preceeding 
one thousand years. The stream of 
history has fed individual change. 
Society today demands real character 
about mere scientific facts and 
proof. 

The moral sense of the world de- 
mands an expression of real charac- 
ter. It can be expressed either by 
the tongue or by pen, but it must be 
expressed with some elegance. 

Every cultured man is well ac- 
quainted with the facts in some par- 
ticular field. Literary knowledge 
exalts the quality and enhances en- 
joyment of human intercourse in 
some field. In view of this fact, 
what shall the student master?

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Literary Society existed on the “Hill” if it were not for the fact that stu- 
dents were required to attend the Homerian programs. In former years, 
students eagerly looked forward to attend one of these meetings and were 
just as eager to serve on the program. But at present, to be a member of 
the Homerian Literary Society does not mean anything, simply because of 
the fact that the organization has nothing worthwhile to give. The pro- 
grams rendered are dead, uninteresting, uninspiring and poorly prepared. 

Why let this organization go to nothing when it should mean so much 
to the student life? Why do not the officers, progTam committees, and 
advisors provide such attractive programs that old “Chapel Hall” will be 
filled at the rendering of a public program? If only one public program 
is rendered monthly or every six weeks, that program should be very 
special, consisting of plays, debates, orations, musical numbers, panto- 
mimes and other features. The performers should have plenty of time to 
prepare (by having programs' posted in time and actors informed) and

est way out of school. At the pres- 
ent time it requires the brainiest 
student to cope with the courses in 
business, and to be successful after 
he completes his training. 

Business education in the past 
has been considered too much as a 
vocational and not enough as a pro- 
fessional training. The courses 
were too highly specialized, and the 
result was that our boys and girls 
who took them did not find in them 
the chance for self-development, 
and were afterward placed in posi- 
tions which did not inspire self- 
imurovement.

The first class he 
compared to the seed that fell along 
the wayside, meaning those students 
who are hard to impress, who have 
interests in other channels. Men 
and women who are spending their 
time in college should have the path- 
way of their mind impressionable 
for the truth. Live the Life now 
while in school and use your op- 
portunities. Do not sell the finest 
opportunities you have, just for a 
moment of passionate pleasure. 

The second class represents the 
stony ground, which class is the sen- 
timental and shallow people. There 
is too much shallowness in the 
world to-day. Folks are attracted 
by spectacular fruits for a day, 
but as soon as the sunshine of op- 
position comes, it disappears. We 
read too many .sentimental novels, 
and not enough that has lasting 
value. 

The third class are those who re- 
present the seed that fell among 
thorns. They are the people who 


The Christmas season is charac- 
terized by three distinct features, 
which are, exchanging gifts, feast- 
ing, and the spirit of joy.

to those in need. Frequently this 
noble principle of sharing our 
material possessions'^is rather re- 
stricted in its application. We are 
quite ready to share with our 
friends, willing if needs demand to 
help the unfortunate, but reluctant 
to give lovingly to our enemies. 
Christ said “Love your enemiesi” 
This is the acid test of our religion. 

The second of these remarkable 
characteristics of the Christmas 
season, is that of eating. Human 
nature seems to delight in celebrat- 
ing events by feasting. Specially 
is this true in the observance of 
what might be termed “Christian 
Holidays.” We eat turkey on 
Thanksgiving, nuts, candies and 
more turkey on Christmas, and eggs 
on Easter. Eating is not wrong but 
gormandizing is evil, and should not 
blunt the spirit of giving nor this 
season of joy. 

Though people have few gifts to 
exchange, and frugal meals to satis- 
fy the pangs of hunger, yet the 
dominant note of Christmas to them, 
is joy and gladness. It is strange 
but no less true, that during this 
particular season of the year, we 
always turn to songs like, “Silent 
Night, holy night,” “Joy to the 
World,” and “It came upon the 
midnight clear,” as words and 
melodies that express best our feel- 
ings. Who does not enjoy the 
carols and chimes of a Christmas 
night? It stimulates in us a desire 
to join that angelic choir, singing 
“Glory to God in the highest, peace 
on earth, good will to men.” 

The exchanging of gifts may 
make for fi’iendliness, and the 
feasting may satisfy our physical 
wants, but the fact of the birth of 
Jesus Christ as the Savior of man- 
kind, gives us this joy and gladness 
of the Christmas season. How for- 
tunate if the spirit of Christmas 
would last, throughout the entire 
year! How fortunate if nations 
would exchange gifts, and as in- 
dirtduals catch the spirit of giving, 
singing and gladness on this Christ- 
mas!

Essay From 
the Science 
Department 

Energy is the name given in phy- 
sics to the capacity possessed by 
matter for dolr g work. Energy is 
one of the two fundamental ideas of 
physics, the other being matter it- 
self. Motion, heat, light, sound, and 
electricity are all energy expressed 
in different forms. The great source 
of energy is the “Sun” and this “so- 
lar energy” has been accumulating 
since the beginning of existence of 
time. On earth the energy original- 
ly derived from the sun, which man 
is able to apply to his own purpose, 
is stored up in coal, wood and oil; 
m food, plants; in the tides and wat- 
erfalls and running streams in the 
wind; in the muscular energy of the 
animal world, and in hundreds upon 
hundreds of other familiar forms. 
The process of transferring energy 
from one body to another is called 
work, and so we understand and 
measure work and energy by the 
same units.

Prominent Churchman to Appear 
--Bishop McConnell Will 

Lecture in College Chapel 


Bishop Francis John McConnell, one of the stalwarts in American 
Methodism, will give the next number of the College Lecture Course in the 
Chapel Friday evening, January 23, at 8 o’clock. While still a young man 
he achieved much success as a pulpit orator and soon became known as a 
man who can get close to the people. Born at Trimway, Ohio, he received 
his academic training at Ohio Weslayan University and his theological 
education at Boston University, and within 20 years had become a Bishop, 
being one of the youngest to hold the title in fifty years. Previously he 
had preached in Massachusetts and Brooklyn and filled the presidency of 
De Pauw University. 

Bishop McConnell attained to bishopric in 1912, being put in charge of 
Ihe Pittsburgh Area and has been stationed here ever since. As evidence 
of his success as a Bishop and popularity with his people, it may be noted 
that he was not transferred at the recent quadriennal conference at 
Springfield, Mass., when a large number of Bishops were assigned to new 
Areas. A recent honor accorded him was the appointment as Chairman 
of the Committee of the World Service Commission on Askings and Ratios 
for Benevolent Distribution — the most important committee of the organi- 
zation. 

Bishop McConnell is widely known as the outstanding orator and writer 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. He was in attendance at the Eastern 
Pennsylvania Conference held at Lancaster in 1923 and delivered; the 
principal address to the delegates. He is also a frequent contributor to 
religious periodicals. 

The Bishop is scheduled to deliver his lecture on the “Social Imagina- 
tion.” He is an ardent student of social problems and was chairman of 
the committee appointed by the Inter-church World Movement that inves- 
tigated the steel strike of 1919. The report of this committee was a 
powerful factor in driving the twelve-hour day out of the steel industry. 

It is fitting to have a prominent churchman appear during the Bible 
Institute. Out of his experience as a religious leader and close student 
of modern problems Bishop McConnell will bring a message of interest 
and profit to the members of the Bible Institute.

There is a constant transforma- 
tion of energy. Every change that 
takes place in the universe results 
from the change of kinetic energy 
into potential, or potential into ki- 
netic. This process is called the 
transformation of energy. When a 
boy, for instance, puts a stone in the 
pocket of a slingshot and stretches 
the rubber, the stretching process de- 
velops kinetic energy transferred 
from the potential energy in the boy. 
This kinetic energy, in turn, becomes 
potential energy in the rubber band, 

* so long as he holds it stretched. 

When he releases the band the po- 
1 tential energy is transferred into ki- 
; netic and is transmitted into kinetic 
and is transmitted into the stone. 

1 When the stone hits, the energy is 
transferred to the object struck, 
once more becomes potential energy,

knowledge of a modern language is 
strongly urged. French and German 
have the closest bearing on modern 
medical literature. If the reading 
knowledge in one of these languages 
is obtained on the basis of high 
school work, the student is urged 
to take the other language in his 
college course. 

Latin : Tho student should have 
studied Latin grammar, and possess 
at least such knowledge of the 
language as may be acquired by 
i.ading four books of Caesar, or 
their equivalent. 

The above outlined requirements 
represent the minimal standards. 

! The best medical schools of the 
c./un 4 ry are crowded and many stu- 
dents are each year refused admis- 
ricn. It is evident that the student 
' resenting the best scholastic train- 
;ng before coming to the medical 
school is given preference in enter- 
ing. Therefore the student intend- 
ing to enter a medical school should 
take a full four-year college course. 
If the student is unable to give so 
long a time to his education, he may 
complete the work necessary for 
bolh college and medicine degrees in 
even years. In the latter case he 
elects the freshman medical year as 
his senior college year and will be 
allowed to count it toward his 
bachelor’s degree. 

The completion of the following- 
courses as outlined in the current 
Catalogue of Elizabethtown College 
will meet the minimal requirements 
in Science and English, for entrance 
into a medical college: 

Chemistry, 10, 20 and 40. 

Physics, 20 and 30. 

Biology, 20 and 30. 

English, 10 and 20. 

For the most successful prosecu- 
tion of the course in medicine we 
strongly recommend that all premed- 
ical students take a full four-year 
college course.

YOUNG PEOPLE’S PROBLEMS 

DISCUSSED BY I. M. MOORE 


Elder Moore presented various 
young people’s problems each even- 
ing of the Bible Institute. Monday 
evening he took for his subject “The 
Church’s Duty to the Young in 
Christ.” He said some people be- 
lieve in letting young people have 
their o'wn way entirely: Others be- 

lieve in laying down the rule and if 
this is broken they must suffer the 
consequences; others believe in tak- 
ing the good in youth and age and 
combining them. How did Jesus 
consider the Young? He gave his 
estimate in the parable of the little 
children. 

The Church’s duty is to receive 
the young to nurture them, and tj 
develop them in every way possible 
through the work of God. They 
need to be given opportunities to 
express themselves in the various 
activities of the Church. They need 
direction in their social life as well. 
Give them a tactful adviser who can 
keep them in their problems. 

Good literature forms a very im- 
portant part of the youth’s recrea 
tion or avocation. This needs to be 
guarded and directed into proper 
channels. 

The church must show a real 
spirit of helpfulness toward her 
young people. Avoid speaking of 
unpleasant happenings in the church 
in the presence of young people. 
Let them feel that the church 
really means to help them. 

The church must give her young 
people encouragement. She must 
radiate the spirit of good cheer in 
her attitudes. Begin to appreciate 
their accomplishments and stop look- 
ing for the weeds. Entrust them 
with some responsibility in the 
church and Sunday School give them 
training under the leadership of 
greater experience and they will re- 
spond to the work of the church. 

Why are we losing so many young 
people to the church. We fail to 
make them responsible for any part 
of the work of the Church. 

The older members of the church 
must set the young good example 
in The Christian life. Let them see 
real men and women of God in their 
leaders. Show them real love as 
John showed to the Church of his 
day. 

“The Problem of 
Amusements” 

“The Problem of Amusements”, 
was the second talk given in 
this series. He said it is a 
problem difficult for both old and 
young. The older people feel no 
need for amusements and the young- 
er people feel a great need for it. 
They need play and should exercise 
in it. When the problem is solved 
something will be found for this, 
older folks also. Play differs among 
different people and communities. 
For adults play is a diversion. We 
all need it from a physical stand- 
point because our bodies tire and 
need a change. We need it mentally 
because our mind becomes weary and 
need a change. We need it from 
our spiritual development. This is 


fully pi'ovided for by the Scriptures. 

We would keep young longer if 
we had a diversion. The avocation 
is almost as important as the voca- 
tion. There is a big danger in 
harmful amusements. They form 
the largest gateway to the dowm-

Elder W. J. Hamilton is Director 
of Religious Education in Western 
Pennsylvania, and also of Eastern 
Maryland Elder Hamilton is one of 
our very foremost men in Religious 
Education, and brought to our dis- 
trict a very sane and workable pro- 
gram. His work was greatly appre- 
ciated. 

The first problem he discussed 
was that of “Leadership”. In fact 
there is no other problem, humanly 
speaking, before the church to-day, 
says Elder Hamilton. The revolt of 
youth of to-day is largely the result 
of unsympathetic and untrained 
leadership. We need a training pro- 
gram. A training program that is 
not “broadcasted”, but one that de- 
velops leaders through normal chan- 
nels. Leaders that work in harmony 
with the church, that believe in 
their work, that have the spirit of 
sacrifice, and that plan their work 
carefully. This is the great problem 
of the church to-day. 

Elder Hamilton also thinks that 
we need definite teachings on wor- 


ship. We have been talking about 
service and have allowed the wor- 
shij) end of our religion to suffer. 
He would rather have the Sunday 
School pupil miss part of the lesson 
teaching than the opening worship 
period, says Brother Hamilton. Here 
he emphasized very much the neces- 
sity of a proper atmosphere in the 
house of worship. This part of his 
message was felt by all to be very 
timely. 

The last part of Elder Hamilton’s 
work was a climax concerning the 
Sunday School that is to be. Among 
the things he pointed out was the 
fact that the Sunday School is just 
entering upon its period of greatest 
usefulness and possibility. In the 
future it will be thoroughly organ- 
ized under a trained director of 
religious education, with trained 
teachers, standardized curricula, 
graded organization and instruction 
and worship to meet the needs of 
every age. 

Elder Hamilton has a practical, 
healthy outlook on the various prob- 
lems of the Sunday School. 


TALKS TAKEN FROM 

BOOK OF CORINTHIANS 


Brother Warren Slabaugh, Beth- 
any Bible School, Chicago, Illinois, 
was one of the main speakers of the 
Bible Term Session, during the last 
week. 

Brother Slabaugh gave us many 
interesting discussions. One of them 
was on the Book of I Corinthians. 
Paul wrote four types of letters; 
namely, circular or general friend- 
ship, personal and pastoral letters. 
Book of I Corinthians is a fine 
type of a pastoral epistle, because 
we know to whom it was written. 
It was written to the Church of 
Corinth. The letter was all very 
practical and informal. The people 
of. Corinth had a wonderful op- 
portunity for instruction. Paul 
set Jesus Christ as the great exam- 
ple. But in spite of this there were 
divisions in the Church. The divis- 
ion was due to preference for cer- 


tain leaders as Apollos, Cephas, 
Paul, and Christ. There was a 
spirit of jealousy, and pride between 
the different groups. 

Paul believed in unity and peace. 
The Church of Corinth owed its 
foundation to Paul. He founded it 
on good principles and began work- 
ing at the bottom. Some of these 
principles were: (1) Doing away 
with human pride as it has no place 
in the kingdom; (2) Proper preach- 
ing of the gospel will not bring a- 
bout parties. Paul held up the cross 
and taught in such a way that the 
people forgot Paul and looked at the 
cross. (3) Proper appreciation of 
real work of preacher will not bring 
about parties. The central theme is 
that we as Christians should realize 
the important part we have to do

“Revolution cannot come in the Un- 
ited States unless it comes by Com- 
mon Consent and if the social im- 
agination is sufficiently developed 
that we can see other people’s prob- 
lems from their angle there will not 
be a common consent. 

In his discussion of the war prob- 
lem he urged that we look at the 
problem from the other nations 
point of view. “In the past,” he 
said, “we haven’t been able to see 
the worth of the other fellow un- 
til wa have beat him over the head.” 
“Is it very intelligent, “he asks, “to 
be able to blow somebody else up.” 
When we teach the children in our 
school to see the good points in the 
other Nations instead of only the 
bad points we won’t want to fight 
any more. 

In his discussion on the racial 
problem he said that the great 
danger with respect to the Eastern 
Countries, China and Japan, is not 
that we will have a war with them 
but that, if our present attitude con- 
tinues, they will look to us and say, 
“Take your Christianity and stay 
at home !” “Let us treat all men 
with respect,” he said, “deal ■with 
them on the basis of men. We can’t 
like everybody alike but we can re- 
spect everybody. Jesus didn’t pat- 
ronize anybody but he respected all 
people as men.” 

Through social imagination we 
can, for the time being, become 
Japanese or Indians or Negroes. 
Again and again Bishop McConnell 
drove that main point. His conclu- 
ding point was: “When we draw 

ourselves out of ourselves and put 
ourselves in the other person’s place 
we respect each other and are at 
peace.”

THE PROBLEM OF 

HUMAN SUFFERING 


The heathens are always trying to 
appease their gods because they do 
cruel acts. The Jews believed that 
hardships and success came from 
their god. If a man was prosper- 
ous in life it meant that he was 
good and if he was not prosperous 
it showed that he was bad. 

The comparison was made be- 
tween a righteous man and a wicked 
man. Wickedness has within it the 
seeds of its own destruction. The 
wicked may not be punished imme- 
diately, but punishment is bound to 
come. Righteousness is permanent 
while wickedness is not. 

The main thought in this discussion 
is that man may often suffer unjust- 
ly in his own opinion but the suffer- 
ing is always for a cause. The 
Christian people must learn to suff- 
er and not always to prosper. The 
statement that “blessings come from 
suffering,” is very true. It develops 
our character and makes us strong- 
er in Him. We may pi’osper spirit- 
ually and Morally and yet not phy- 
sically. 

JESUS’ TEACHINGS ON PRAYER 


Another interesting discussion 
was on the teachings on prayer. The 
hing to bear in mind when we are 
pray.ng is that we are talking to 
God. There are three kinds of 
prayer: Private, the prayer in pray- 

er group, and prayer in congrega- 
tion. They are important and to 
the order in which they appear a- 
bove. 

The reason public praying is con- 
demned is because many people ad- 
just their prayer to the people of 
the congregation and forget they are 
praying to God and not to the peo- 
ple. It was concluded that there is no 
prayer better and more upbuilding 
to a home than the private prayer. 
If people could learn to concentrate 
their attention on the things of God 
and forget that the people were 
present, then they could pray in 
public the same as alone. But until 
this can be accomplished, the pri- 
vate prayer is the better. We 
should bear in mind that we should 
be continually praying. 

INFLUENCE OF PURITANS 
ON THE LIFE 

OF AMERICANS 


The Puritans had a great influence 
on the lives of the American people. 
One of the most noted of the Puri- 
tans was Judge Samuel Sewell. Ills 
diary is considered a great manu- 
script and better than many text- 
books He was born in New Eng- 
land, was a graduate of Hartford 
University and held positions as 
Judge and Chief Justice in Boston. 

We find that the Puritans were a 
very conscientious people. Sewell 
wrote a public confession on the 
subject of “witchcraft” which was a 
common thing in America. This 
confession showed his tender con- 
science of witchcraft. Sewell wrote 
against slavery when everyone else 
was against him. They were very 
anxious to go to meeting houses and 
they often walked through deep 
snow to get there. This shows their 
conscientiousness and eagerness to 
do the will of God. 

The Puritan movement gave us 
our start for education. The colo- 
nies started schools and our Ameri- 
can homes. They set up the highest 
ideals of home building. They start- 
ed industries and gave to us many 
new ideas. The Puritans thought 
that “goodness was the result of 
what we believe,” is shown by their 
way of living. 

DISCUSSION ON LORD’S PRAYER 


Another very interesting discussion 
was that one on the Lord’s Prayer.- 
We find that it was characteristic of 
I the Gentiles in early days to pray 
long and loud. The reason for do- 
ing this was because their gods were 
slow to answer. The thought brought 
j out was that it is not necessary for 
us to pray long because Jesus knows 


our needs before wc ask for them. 
The Lord’s prayer has become me- 
chanical to some people. We should 
not let it become mechanical, but 
think each thought through each 
time we say it. 

The prayer in itself may seem 
short but if we mean all we say in 
that prayer we are asking for many 
things. There is a question whether 
it may be just as bad to pray it and 
not mean it all as not to say it at 
all. 

The prayer consists of an opening 
or introduction which is followed by 
a number of petitions. 

THE INFLUENCE 

OF GERMANS ON 

AMERICAN LIFE 


It was plainly shown to us the 
influence the Puritans had on the 
American Life. Wa And that the 
Gormans also had a great influence 
on the lives of the American people 

We And that these people were 
bound together by common interests. 
It is more diflicult to work together 
today than it was in those days. The 
people settled in Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania and were prosecuted but they 
stood it all. The Germans were 
ahead of the Puritans in building 
up home industries. Churches were 
given a supreme place in the heart 
of the Germans. The farmers of 
Eastern Pennsylvania were contented 
and had most splendid conditions as 
far as natural resources were con- 
cerned. The Puritans did not have 
such favorable conditions when they 
came to New England. 

The German people held honesty 
as a great principle and their wmrd 
was as good as their bond. There 
was no great amount of money be- 
longing to any one family and 
everybody had the spirit of helpful- 
ness. They were firm believers in 
the. following statement: “A simple 
life must be lived in order to live 
a life that will show we have some- 
thing worth while.” 

RESURRECTION 


There are many different beliefs 
as to the resurrection of the dead. 
Some people believe in a physical 
resurrection and some do not be- 
lieve there is a resurrection. The 
Stoics and Epicurians believed that 
“Pleasure was the end of life.” 
They believed there was nothing 
after death. With all these differ- 
ent conditions existing we find it 
was hard for Paul to show to the 
people that there was a resurrection 
and that it was from a physical to 
a spiritual condition. 

But Paul took as his basis the 
resurrection of Jesus. He had to 
prove from scriptures that the Jew- 
sh Messiah had to die and be resur- 
rected. He proved that Jesus re- 
surrected by personal witnesses who 
nad seen Jesus. Then he concluded 
that if Jesus was resurrected, we 
will all be resurrected. If there is 
no resurrection then the scriptures 
are denied. No one ever passed 
through resurrection but Jesus and 
we must all follow. 

The end will be turning the king- 
dom back to God and placing his 
enemies under his feet. The last 
enemy is death, death is at the re- 
surrection, resurrection is at His 
coming. The Corinthians were writ- 
ten by Paul and he is considered the 
greatest of the apostles. In Revela- 
tion, we have reference to the resur- 
rection but it is of a vision material 
and must be interpreted. 

We should live our lives in such 
a way that we can approach death 
without looking forward to it with 
dread and fear.

tROBLEMS COME IN 
WITH ADDED YEARS 


ProvL'^''n Must Be Made for 
Lifers Extension. 


That the “average man” Is now in 
possession of a considerable span of 
life in excess of that enjoyed by his 
"avei'a,ge giviidfatlier” is empha.sizcd 
anew by Sir George Newman, cliief 
medical officer of the ministry of 
hcaltli, in his annual report for 1923, 
pnl)lislied recently. The facts and fig- 
ures, moreover, which he submits, 
justify the conclusion that this great- 
iT expectation of life is likely to be 
permanent, a writer in the London 
Times comments. It may- even be ex- 
tended as the years pass. The bounty 
lias come suddenly, within the space 
of a generation; so suddenly, indeed, 
that few of tlie recipients appear to 
know what to do with the unexpected 
gift. Tlie majority go aimlessly to 
tills new country of oid age like so 
many “trippers.” They are ill at 
ease; almost, it would seem, apolo- 
getic of tlieir presence. 

Tliat perhaps is always the attitude 
of tlie “new rich,” whetlier their 
riches be measured in sterling or in 
days and years. Yet tlie world is 
agreed in regarding it as an attitude 
of transition, a clumsiness of beliavior 
and mind to be overcome as speedily 
as po.ssible. Thus there is within 
sight a revision of the outlook upon 
old age. Not much longer will this 
period be regarded as a gambler con- 
templates his unexpected winnings; 
the time lias arrived when tlie “feel- 
ing of liK'k” old folk are supposed to 
clierisli must be exclianged for a 
sense of riglit. Oid age will be count- 
ed on, like youth and middle age. It 
may even lie pledged in advance to 
definite aims and purposes. 

'rids sense of a n»w inlieritance in 
veais, and all that it implies, has 
notliing in common with the old idea 
of growing old gracefully. Indeed, it 
is rejection of tliat doctrine of pas- 
sive resistance to the inevitable. To 
tiave planned the later years as the 
earlier are planned is to have filled 
them beforehand with the spirit of en- 
terprise. which is the spirit of youth. 
It is to refuse to grow old at all. Such 
an attitude was impossible a genera- 
tion ago: it is inevitable in these days. 
Indeed tlie whole scheme of living Is 
now in process of transformation. 
For the added years exert an influ- 
ence which extends back almost to 
the schoolroom. They make youth and 
the thoughts of youth longer, and they 
amplify and deepen the significance 
of maturity. 

Thus men and women are able to 
take wider views and to build their 
holies higher. The footfalls of pursu- 
ing 'Time have lost something of their 
menace. 'ITiere are .signs, in the pres- 
ent world, of the march of this process 
of evolution. Superficially the pace 
may appear to be quicker: actually 
there Is less hurrying towards achieve- 
ment. And resentment is keener 
against the charge of “growing old.” 
Youth and age, indeed, seem to be dis- 
covering fresh bonds of sympathy in 
the general quickening of enthusiasm 
wliicb is tlie accompaniment of an as- 
surance of longer life. Age has so 
very much to give to youth and is sc 
much more capable now of giving it 
efl'ectively. The complaint is often 
mad ' tliat each year of added exist- 
ence tends to create an “older out- 
look" in the general mind by altering 
the proportions of recruits and vet- 
erans. But that complaint becomes 
groundlccs when the spirit of youth 
remains alive and active in the hearts 
of the old campaigners. Divided no 
longer by an impassable physical bar- 
rier, age and youth can meet on terms 
of equality in the common service of 
liunninity. 

Plant Trees to Save Birds 

Three hundred coconut palms are to 
be shipped immediately to Bird Key, 
one of the Tortugas islands off the 
southwest coast of Florida, to protect 
the noddy tern from extinction, ac- 
cording to Dr. Paul Bartsch of the 
Smitiisonian institution. This tiny is- 
land is the only place under the Amer- 
ican flag where this species of gull- 
iike iiirds breed. Several years a.go 
a' tropica! hurricane sw'ept across the 
island and destroyed the trees in 
which they used to nest. Now it is 
planned to grow new trees to provide 
apart iiients for these rare terns.

While but twenty-seven years old 
young Hugo Stinnes is now managing 
tile estate of huntiretis of raiiiions tiial 
h( ionged to tiie gretit German industri- 
iilist. is tiius described by Ur. 

Ludwig Stein, German pubiicist, in 
Uearst Internationai Magazine: 

“I first met young Stinnes in lOlo 
He Wits eighteen, shy, reticent and re 
served, but extraordinarily mature ane 
inteiiigent. I talked with him a long 
lime and enjoyed the convttrsation at 
letist as much as he did. 

“Tile next day I saw his father and 
lie said, ‘Junior is much brighter and 
aliler tlian I am,’ adding that some 
day tile young man would succeed to 
tlie control of the Stinnes interests. 

"if young Stinnes knows much about 
ousiness it is because he was always 
in such close touch with his father, 
it was the custom of the elder Srinnes 
to hold nightly conferences with his 
wife, son and daughters, during which 
he would speak with the utmost free- 
dom of his business plans and pros- 
pects. Tliese conferences perhaps did 
not mean much to the ladies, but they 
enabled young Hugo to see exactly 
how his father went about it to carry 
on his great enterprises. 

“During the war, young Stinnes was 
.sent by his father to Scandinavia on 
innumerable secret errands of busi- 
ness and politics. For months in suc- 
cession he was on trains running be- 
tween Berlin and Stockholm most of 
the time. On these errands he con- 
ferred with bankers, statesmen and 
diplomatists. To them he must have 
.ippeared like a youth. But It is in- 
dicative of his temperament and ids 
diility that he gained both the re- 
si ect of those with whom he conferred 
and the undisguised appreciation of 
his father. On these errands, Junior 
always made good. He accomplished 
what his father wished him to do.” 


FORCED SHARK TO

Always There In Men’s Wear 


Pearl Diver Rode Monster 
and Lived to Tell It. 


There is a remarkable shark story in 
Mr. Fred'" .ick O'lirii n's “Atolls of the 
Sun."

Melon Will Be Popular 

A new tyi)e of melon called the 
Te.vas honey hail, wliich is a cross 
hetwe('n tiie Texas cannonball canta- 
loupe and tlie California honeydew 
melon, will be found in the markets 
tin’s year. Tlie melon is almost per- 
fectly round in sliape, and averages 
five indies in diameter. About 2,500 
acres of tlie melons liave been plant- 
ed. Under favorable conditions, 1,250 
carloads should be produced. The 
meat of the new honeyball melon is 
similar in texture to that of the honey- 
dew, one and one-half Indies tliick, 
and is covered by a smooth, thin rind, 
fairly well netted. The chief merits 
of the melon are its shipping qualities 
and its flavor. Shipments can be 
made without refrigeration to any 
part of the United States that can he 
readied within two weeks. The melon 
is not susc.eptible to damage from 
bruises raused by ordinai-y handling.

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The Foreign Mis- 
sions Conference 

Mended by Professor Nys. Head of Social 
Science Department 


The Foreign Missions Conference 
under the auspices of the Protest- 
ant Evangelical Churches of the 
United States and Canada was 
held in Washington, D. C., from 
January 28 to February 2, 1926. 
The meeting was held in a large 
auditorium seating 6700 people 
which was regularly filled with eag- 
er listeners from start to finish dur- 
ing the program. The conference 
was the third of its kind in world 
history, the first world missionary 
conference having been held in New 
York City in 1900 and the second in 
Edinburgh, Scotland in 1909. The 
purpose of the conference was to 
present the great problem of mis- 
sions in its broadest outlines to the 
Christian Church at large and to 
emphasize the profound need of 
the world for Jesus Christ and His 
Salvation. Eighty-five denomina- 
tion foreign mission boards and so- 
cieties were represeted, constitut- 
ing an aggregation of 4480 dele- 
gates, the remainder of the seating 
capacity of 6700 being occupied by 
residents of Washington and unoiS- 
cial attendents. The Church of the 
Brethren was represented by 82 
members, including four members 
of the General Mission Board and 
the four office secretaries. The Illi- 
nois delegation of twelve Brethren 
was in the lead with the Pennsylva- 
nia delegation of nine, selbnd 
in rank. 

In all 62 soul-stirring addresses 
were delivered, in this brief article 
one can only hint at the strongest 
addresses. President Calvin Cool- 
idge delivered the address of wel- 
come, which showed that he was a 
close student of foreigfn missions 
and showed the bearing that mis- 
sions have upon international pro- 
gress. He expressed a desire that 
America might inject only the best 
of her civilization into benighted 
lands and not the worst. Through- 
out the great conference the vital 
theme of “The Gospel of Christ for 
•the Whole World” was prominent in 
every address. The Reverend E. 
Stanley Jones of India spoke on 
“The Aim and Motive of Foreign 
Missions;” Professor John Jesud- 
ason Cornelius, a Christian Hindu, 
spoke on “Movements Toword 
Christ In India;” Miss Margaret E. 
Burton, of New York, on “Women 
and Children in Industry in the Far 
East;” Dr. Hugh R. Kerr, of Pitts- 
burgh, on “The Pastor’s Responsibil- 
ity for the Foreign Missionary 
Movement;” Dr. John R. Mott, of 
New York, on “New Forces Releas- 
ed through Co-operation.” Dr. 
Samuel M. Zwemer, of Cairo, Egypt, 
on “God’s Love for the Mohammed- 
an World;” Bishop Michael Bolton 
Furse, of St. Albans, England, on 
“Of One Blood all Races.” The 
Hon. Newton W. Rowell, of Toron- 
to, Canada, a representative of Can- 
ada, in the First Assembly of the 
League of Nations in 1919, on “The 
Christian Spirit in International Re- 
lations.” The great Christian 
statesman. Dr. Robert E. Speer, of 
New York, was given the honor of 
closing this mag;nificient convention 
on the subject, “The Call of Our 
Unfinished Missionary Task.” To 
have heard these great men togeth- 
er with the many we cannot now 
discuss was indeed the opportunity 
of a lifetime. 


A few reactions may be interest- 
ing. The fact that women and for- 
eigners of every race and color were 
prominent on the platform gave ev- 
idence that sex and race suppres- 
sion is waning within the Christian 
realm. All continents, except Aus- 
tralia, were represented. A deep 
spirit of devotion characterized the 
whole conference. Each inspira- 
tional session closed •with from 15 to 
30 minutes of intercessory prayer. 
Group conferences on the varied as- 
pects of the mission cause and of 
the varied territories were provided 
each afternoon in ten to twelve of 
the Washington Churches. The 
deep theme of “Christ the Hope of 
the World” could not help but in- 
spire one to nobler effort, constrain 
him to deeper devotion and sacrifice 
for the kingdom, and assure him of 
victory for the Christian Church 
through Jesus Christ. H. H. Nye.

Chapel Echoes 

An interesting chapel talk was 
given by Professor Chester Royer,! 
teacher in the Academy, on Monday, 
February 9. 

“Mankind,” he says, “can be divid- 
ed into three main classes: Those 
of positive usefulness, those of pos- 
itive destructfulness, and a middle 
class, those of negative uselessness.” 
More of us fall in the middle class 
than in any other class. Negative 
uselessness is what makes rivers 
and some men so crooked. The 
story of “The Good Samaritan” il- 
lustrates all three classes. The good 
Samaritan belonged to the class of 
positive usefulness; the thieves by 
the wayside to the class of positive 
destructiveness and the Priest and 
Levite to the negatively useless 


class. Christ, all through his teach- 
ing, severely denounces this latter 
class. “Ye did it not unto the 
least of these and therefore ye did 
it not unto me.” 

The man with the one talent was 
cast into outer darkness because he 
did nothing with his talents. 

The fig tree was cursed because 
it bore no fruit. 

The salt was cast out because it 
had lost its savor. 

“It is the law of God,” he con- 
cluded, “that the useless shall be 
cut down and cast out. And, there- 
fore, let us take care that we keep 
out of the class of negative use- 
lessness.”

One of the really big and much 
looked forward to events of the 
year is “open dorm”, and on Sunday, 
February 8, the boys were given 
their chance to show the world what 
kind of housekeepers they are. The 
Saturday previous saw an unprece- 
dented and abnormal activity in the 
boys’ dormitory — windows were giv- 
en the surprise of their lives by 
getting thorough washings and a 
great amount of accumulated bric- 
a’-brac and misplaced matter was 
observed cluttering the waste bas- 
kets; in short the whole hall was 
undergoing what is known as “house- 
cleaning.”

Removing Ink Stains 

As there are numerous compositions 
■jf Ink In use, It Is advisable to exporl- 
aient with a small comer of the mato- 
rlal first. Soap and cold water will 
often remove Ink stalna ; If this Is In- 
effective, try fresh milk, or lemon Julc# 
and salt. Then strongnr aolutlons may 
be employed, such as oxalic acid, Ja- 
vello water or salts of lomon. If an 
acid Is use<l, It should be followed Im- 
mediately by ammonia. Hydrogen 
peroxide will be the best remover for 
the white silk and is not Injurious. It 
Is more difficult to remove Ink stsins 
from colored material without injur- 
ing the cloth. 


Leaves Quench Thirst 

Water from the surface, of the ba- 
aana-llke leaves of a tree in Madagao- 
;ar, known as the traveler’s plant, fnr- 
ilshes a refreshing Uquld to the thirsty 
traveler even In the driest seasons. 

It Is otherwise a very useful plant, 
since the leaves are serviceable In 
aouse building, as thatch, partition and 
even In making walls. The hard, ex- 
ternal cotex Is stripped off, beaten flat 
end used for flooring. 

The green leaves do duty also as 
irrapplng paper, rain sheds, table- 
sloths and dishes, and when folded 
properly, as spoons or drinking ves- 
•els. The flowers of the plant inclose 
seeds that .are edible, and yield an •»- 
lentlal oil.— Detroit News.

Conference at Bucknell 


The twentieth annual conference 
of the Eastern Student Volunteer 
Movement was held at Bucknell 
University, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania 
on February 20, 21, and 22. Eliz- 
abethtown was represented by a 
delegation of ten. Numerous col- 
leges of Eastern Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey were represented by 
delegates. A very remarkable spir- 
it of brotherhood and Christian Fel- 
lowship was manifested on all sides 
throughout the conference. 

All of the outstanding leaders of 
the meeting were returned mission- 
aries under appointment so that the 
spirit of intense eagerness to get in 
to the work was felt alongside of 
the spirit of complete understand- 
ing of the superhuman task by those 
who had been in the work. Some 
of the outstanding personalities 
were: Dr. Walter Judd, under ap- 

pointment as Medical Missionary; 
Dr. Ward, from Africa. Rev. Hen- 
derson, from China; Prof. Mabee, 
Professor of Chemistry in China; 
Mrs. Hunt, of Burna; Deaconess 
Rant, from Japan; Miss Reno, 
from South America. Clarence John 
son, from the Near East. 

Through the talks by these dif- 
ferent Missionaries we were enabl- 
ed to see the occupations, charac- 
teristics, prejudices and interest of 
the Median along side of those of 
the African, Chinaman and oursel- 
ves. The great need of the East 
for Christ and the responsibility of 
the West to take the Christ to the 
East was one of the things much 
emphasized in the conference. 

Christ is not of the West but our 
Savior came to us from out of the 
East; the East is his own and we of 
the West need only to take the 
Christ back to his own. We must not 
attempt to take to the easterners our 
civilization ; that isn’t what they 
need and surely not what he wants 


but we must take to him the living 
Christ that he may not need longer 
to see the living among the dead. 
The easterner’s life is shot through 
with religion but it is a dead relig- 
ion. Still he clings to his religion 
because he is afraid the Missionary 
is trying to force upon him Western- 
ism and western civilization, a 
thing he has learned to hate through 
such orgonizations as the Tobacco 
Trust and through reading the news 
papers. The United States he 
says “was first a little settlement 
long the Atlantic sea coast hut sud- 
denly she had jumped entirely a- 
cross to the Western Coast. Then 
she jumped to the Mid-Pacific. 
Then to the Phillippines. Now 
where is her next jump to be?” 
“So,” says Rev. Anderson, “ours 
is a superhuman enterprise demand- 
ing a Superhuman force.” 

“The East has great contribution 
for the West,” says Dr. Judd, “we 
can never know all the beauty of the 
Bible until the Indian with his ana- 
lytical mind becomes a Christian.” 
We have not appreciated the worth 
of the easterner because we have 
judged by our best and their worst. 
Dr. Hunt, President of Bucknell said 
“The Indian does not need to change 
his religious conception as much as 
some of our church members”. 
We need to learn from them. We 
need to go to them not as Americans 
but as Christians. “Why should I 
who have a brown skin become a 
Scotch Presbyterian,” says the Ind- 
ian. Again and again throughout 
the conference the ideas were im- 
pressed that: We are not better 

than the Easterner. We must not 
try to take them the West but only 
Jesus Christ, their own kinsman. 
They need our help and we need 
theirs. It is the plan of God, “Go 
Ye.” If we would be Missionaries 
begin Now on our own campus.

Habits of Migration 

Forced on Bird Life 

Ages ago the United States and 
Canada swarmed with nonraigrating 
bird life, long before the arctic ice 
fields, advancing south during the 
glacial era, rendered uninhabitable 
the northern half of the continent. 

As the ice approached very gradual- 
ly, no\v and then receding, enforced 
retreats and absences— at first oitl.v 
a short distance and a brief time — in- 
creased both In distance and duration 
until migration became an integral 
part of the being of the bird. 

-\s the Ice advanced southward tlie 
swing to the north in spring migra- 
tion was continually shortened and 
the fall retreat to a suitable winter 
home lengthened in proportion until 
the glacial period birds were, for 
most part, confined to middle South 
America. 

But the habit of migration had been 
formed, and when the ice receded to- 
ward its present position the birds fol- 
lowed it northward and in time estab- 
lished their present diversified migra- 
tion routes. — Exchange.

When wood is burned 
in a stove we say we derive heat 
therefrom. This heat which is given 
off is the energy which nature had 
stored up in the wood. In like 
manner when we burn coal, oil or 
candles; although these materials 
are more far-fetched than wood, we 
do practically the same thing. In 
the burning of coal we use the energy 
which has been stored probably for 
aeons of time. This form of energy 
might be called potential. The pro- 
duction of heat energy we obtain 
is only a small percentage of the 
energy which is in the material that 
is to be burned.

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then it gradually goes on the de- 
cline and before long decays and 
becomes food energy for the new 
forms of vegetation. The produc- 
tion of coal is almost similar to the 
fertilization of plant-life, only that 
a longer period of time is required 
for its formation. 

The law of the conservation of 
energy applies equally well in all 
kinds of machinery, especially in 
machines driven by an inner force. 
In any machine using either coal, 
gas or wood, you simply use the 
energy provided for by nature and 
transform it into mechanical energy. 
Mechanical energy can then be 
transformed into electrical energ:y, 
heat energy or light energy, which 
ever you prefer. In all mechanical 
energy which is moving energy there 
is an opposing force called heat 
energy or friction. In machines 
where the mechanical energy is 
rated low and the consumption of 
fuel energy high, there is a great 
percentage of heat energ;y. If one 
form of energy disappears an equiv- 
alent amount of some other form 
appears. 

The long-sought-for perpetual- 
motion machine would at once over- 
throw all the laws on the conserva- 
tion of energy because heat energy, 
or friction, has always been present 
in all kinds of machinery. The heat 
production by mechanical means is 
exactly proportional to mechanical 
energy in all machines that are not 
of the perpetual-motion type. 

The most important form of ener- 
gy is the energy yielded by the 
animal kingdom, especially by the 
human. The two forces so very 
essential in human life are the ner- 
vous and mental forces. These are 
from fuel in ordinary

In the last thirty years the Amer- 
ican people have put to death four 
thousand criminals. In the light of 
this fact let us see whether capital 
punishment is serving the purpose 
for which it is being administered. 
In the foregoing paragraph we have 
tr'ed to uphold the arguments for 
canital punishment, which we, how- 
ever, concluded are not eth’cal. 
Does the thought of the gallows or 
the horror of the electric chair tend 
to keep down the number of mur- 
ders? If it does, have we a right 
to do away with laws that uphold 
it? If not, then capital punishment 
has lost the most basic ground for 
! its existence Governor Davis lias 
gathered statistics from the various 
states in the Union and has sufficient 
evidence that in states which had m 
death penalty were found the lowe.st 
homicide rates in the country, and 
; states which had death penalties had 
the highest rates of homicide cases. 
He also discovered that states which 
reenacted capital punishment had an 
increase in crimes. Where capital 
punishment is optional with the jury 
it is applied in one out of every 
five cases. This shows that the 
American people are rapidly adopt- 
ing the saner and wiser and more 
ethical principles in dealing with 
criminals. What jury is there that 
wants to shoulder the responsibility 
of sending a man to the electric 
chair? No human tribunal can be 
infallible. The best citizens are 
averse to serve on juries for capital 
cases, and they have a right to be. 
Can we sacrifice the lives of the 
innocent who are at times wrongly 
accused and executed, if we have 
another method of protecting our 
citizens? 

If we abolish capital punishment 
as a means of protecting our citizens 
from attacks of murderers we must 
have a substitute plan. As a sub- 
stitute for capital punishment we 
propose life imprisonment under 
good management, which would give 
the criminal a chance to reform 
without permitting him to come in 
touch with society in general. 

We therefore believe that the 
safety of society can be secured 
without capital punishment. Not 
all murderers have proifed them- 
selves, by their crimes, unworthy to 
live. 

F. M. Osborne, in the current 
issue of the Forum, says that bru- 
tal punishments increase crime. He 
further states that capital punish- 
ment is based on theory of retalia- 
tion and is wrong according to Old 
and New Testament. It is brutal- 
izing; it fails to instill fear; it is 
unjust, since less than 1 % % are 
actually executed. I think Mr. Os- 
borne has good, ethical views on the 
question and agree with his argu- 
ments.

According to the first the aim is to j 
prevent others from committing ' 
crimes. They are not punished 
“for stealing sheep but in order that 
sheep may not be stolen”. . In the 
second theory the aim is to reform 
the offender. This is the form of 
punishment that is rapidly gaining 
ground among our reformers of to- 
day. In the last, the retributive, 
the aim is to allow a man’s deed to 
return on his own head, that is, that 
he may know that his punishment 
is not a consequence of the acts of 
others but of his own acts. I 

Now by determining the value of 
capital punishment in the light of 
these three theories one may deter- 
mine which is the more ethical. In 
preventive punishment the only 
reason that one would have for 
killing an offender would be as a 
lesson to others. Experience has 
shown time and time again that 
when a murderer is bent on murder 
he will perform the act without 
thinking of those who met death at 
the gallows for similar acts. Conse- 
quently, under this theory, capital 
punishment does not apparently 
answer the purpose for which it 
nust’be intended, namely, that of 
benefitting the offender. 

Under the second theory, xhe re- 
formative, capital punishment would 
end the life of the individual and 
consequently he would have no op- 
])ortunity to regain his former so- 
cial standing in the world of civil 
affairs. It has been proved time 
and time again that kind treatment 
has a better effect than punishment. 
Naturally, when capital punishment 
is inflicted, there is no hope for this 
kindness to be appreciated because 
the offender would have realized 
the beginning of his end — all. | 

Therefore, this capital punishment 
is positively antagonistic to this j 
theory and those who believe in the 
one cannot agree with the other. | 
Common sense would seem to tell 
me that this reformative theory is 
the only step. However, there is 
one condition to guard against, that ' 
is that the person having charge of i 
the sentence does not become too 
lenient in future conditions. When 
capital punishment is included the 
whole matter is ended and there is 
no hope for a reversal of decision 
or opinion; in the reformative 
theory there is all the chance in the !

According to 
Dr. Ott we are not having any social functions at Elizabethtown College 
this year. But in the sense that we usually think of social functions, we 
refer to those gatherings where there is some special feature for whole- 
some enjoyment; where there are some eats; which is held in the evening 
during part of the study hour, and where members of both sexes are 
present. We have some such functions at school, but the question often 
arises; “Do we have enough or too many social functions for the size of 
our student body?” 

We do not have too many social functions. Where there are as many 
different organizations existing and thriving as we have at our college, 
there must be some chance for deviation once in a while. Of course, 
one person may be a member of several organizations; but the fact re- 
mains that not every student is a member of several organizations. Now, 
take a view of these two people for a moment; The first person belongs 
to three organizations that have socials almost every month. He goes to 
all these places each time and enjoys himself. He comes back and tells 
of his good time. The second person belongs to two organizations, the 
one of which has a social only when the whole school is invited, and the 
other organization does not have any socials at all. Can these two people 
enjoy their college life to the same degree? Of course not. 

If we want Elizabethtown College to grow and raise the standards 
for which it has stood in the past and for which it shall stand in the fu- 
ture, we must do something to strengthen the weak link. On evenings 
like the ones we are enjoying at the present time it is rather difficult to 
sit down and “stick by lessons”. This seems to be almost the universal 
law. We all get spring fever to some degree. When the folks come up 
from supper and find it too difficult to get to studying it is easier to visit 
some neighbor’s room and start talking and “plotting against the govern- 
ment”. Now, to remedy the situation, I think an occasional evening for 
a social, here and there, would be a fine thing. This would give us pleas- 
ant things to think about, make us realize that when we study we must 
put ourselves into it, and make us more contented students all around. 

The type of students at our college, I think, knows just what is 
best for the average person and is willing to cooperate and help the thing 
that will be the best for the student body in general, the “into-lookers

ion of Jesus Christ rather than a 
religion about Jesus Christ. 

“Christianity” says Dr. Fosdick, 
“makes some people big and mag- 
nanimous, but it makes others hard 
as nails.” “Christs’ method was 
love, especially for people that 
other people hated.” “If we were 
all Athiests perhaps we could at 
least live peaceably together.” 

The protestant reformation came 
about long before modern science 
had developed and today we try to 
talk to our young in terms of that 
time. “The heart of religion does 
not change but its vehicles do. 
Paul and Philips Brooks had all the 
deeper things in common but their 
methods were vastly different. The 
crab sheds his shell when it will 
not allow him to develop, and 
grows a new one. We ought to 
have at least as much sense as a 
crab.” 

A religion about Jesus Christ 
cannot make any man a Christian.

Among Life 

Our modern system of education 
with all its facilities operating to 
the end that progress may prevail 
causes us to consider the power 
which occasions this condition. 
This however is an outgrowth of 
many minor conditions which are 
highly commendable. We recog- 
nize the soundness of our curricu- 
lum, the virtue of school organiza- 
tion, the prescription of adequate 
sources of study, and the employ- 
ment of competent teachers; of all 
these factors operating in our ed- 
ucational projects the teacher is 
the greatest.

The teacher no more 
shall be “That monster” to prey on 
the feeling of youth but “that per- 
sonality,” which greets the youth 
with good will to inspire, and lift, 
and protect.

College time tells him he has 
fully thirty minutes in which to reach his train on the opposite side of 
town. He walks at a respectable gait to within five hundred yards of 
the station, when a shrill whistle informs him that the five fifty-four is 
pulling in. Realizing the odds of the fight, he yet leans forward and 


dashes for the station; just as the first puff of the starting engine is 
heard, his hat is gently lifted from his pate by the resistance of the air. 
He snatches it up again, takes the steps four at a time, still hoping to 
‘hop” his five fifty-four. But he loses out, slumps into a bench, tries to 
regain his “fleeting breath”, thinks he is dying, and only seeks to tell 
someone that in the final settlement of his estate there should be includ- 
ed a bequeath of twenty-five dollars to Elizabethtown College foB the 
purchase of a sensible clock. 

Yet both these students have frequent opportunities of listening to 
fatherly, kind, and Oh! so helpful Chapel talks advising the student to 
be prompt, regular, and precise in even the smallest details of his life. 
Perhaps time is but a detail in the work of the school, and yet we believe 
it would be to the inexpressible satisfaction of every one concerned, if 
by some means all phases of college life, such as the dining hall, chapel 
period, and class periods, could move in prompt accord with a schedule 
which is based on time that conforms closely to the standard time of the 
‘rest of the world”. — Editor.

The instructor needs to be con- 
tinually prepared to be able to sat- 
isfy the appetite for knowledge. 
Beside this, he must create an ap- 
petite, awaken desires, furnish 
food, and illuminate the process of 
learning. He needs to stimulate 
within child life the power to do 
and dare: with the calling he must 

furnish the staff for safe stepping. 
He must advise, admonish, restrain, 
and train. With all this, he must 
provide for and motivate with con- 
viction and judgment in terms of 
suggestion, and portrait the goal 
in the game. Indirectly the youth 
appeals to the knowledge of the tea- 
cher. The awkardness, the frivol- 
ity, the restlessness, the uncertain 
trend of energy, and the nervous- 
ness of youth are indexes of the 
need of support. To the conscien- 
tious teacher it provokes a sym- 
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Dr. Frank Crane says: “At school 
you learn to love and use books, 
and from books have come the best 
efficiency and enjoyment of my 
life”.

To make room for the new 
students, the present day-students 
are giving up their rooms in the 
dormitories. 

The Spring Normal is an excep- 
tional opportunity for teachers, who 
can work off a maximum of eight 
units of professional credit, and it 
is a satisfaction to the school that 
so many are taking advantage of 
this opportunity. It is hoped that 
an equal number of teachers will 
be here for the Summer Session 
which begins June fifteenth, and 
during which a maximum of twelve 
units of credit may be taken.

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Commencement Exercises 

Inspire Large Audience 


DR. A. DUNCAN YOCUM IS SPEAKER 


The commencement exercises of 
the college took place in the college 
chapel at 9:00 A. M. Monday morn- 
ing, June 1. The Chapel platform 
was decorated quite tastefully. By 
the opening hour Chapel and Com- 
mercial Hall were nearly filled; 
very few came in late. 

Promptly at nine the procession 
into the Chapel started; first came 
President Ober, A. P. Wenger, 
Principal of the Academy, three 
members of the board of trustees, 
the speaker. Dr. A. Duncan Yocum 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Esther Gish, Vera Hackman, and 
Professor R. W. Schlosser, Dean of 
the college, all of wliom were seat- 
ed on the rostrum. Then came the 
various members of the faculty, the 
college seniors, and the Academy 
seniors. 

Elder John Keller, of Shrews- 
bury, a member of the trustees, 
had charge of the invocation. 

The mixed Chorus of the college 
then rendered very effectively a 
selection by Gounod. 

Esther Gish, after extending sal 
utations to alb those present, de- 
livered an interesting oration on 
the subject — “Does America Care?” 
She pointed out the grave danger 
o^ America becoming apathetic to- 
ward the situation arising out of 
the world war. The necessity of 
peace was much emphasized. The 
only effective means to world peace 
is Christian patriotism. 

Thei’e followed another number 
of music, this time by the Ladies’ 
Quartette; their singing was much 
appreciated. 

Vera Hackman gave an oration 
on the subject — “The Quest For 
Truth.” The speaker illustrated 
her first thought by the contrast 
between North and South America; 
the one sought truth, the other pur- 
sued selfish ends. It was pointed 
out that neither by blindly accept- 
ing authority, nor by disregarding 
authority for guidance solely by 
reason, can man hope to find fulness 
of truth. In conclusion, the speak- 
er showed how in God alone is ful- 
ness -of truth.

Fifteen academy students receiv- 
ed certificates certifying that they 
had satisfactorily completed the 
preparatory course. 

Besides these there were a num 
her of students who are qualified to 
receive their certificates for the 
completion of the two-year course, 
both in regular public instruction 
and in commercial education. One 
student also completed the course in 
sewing.

TIONS TO THE SENIORS

The text 
was applied by the assurance that 
just as Christ questioned and ans- 
wei"’d Peter, so He still questions 
and answers; “Feed my sheep” is 
still the great command. 

There is greater hunger in the 
world than for meat and grain ; 
greater hunger than cell or tissue is 
capable of — the soul hunger, to be 
satisfied only through Christ. Sat- 
isfaction of this hunger is every day 
being either chosen or rejected. 

Along with the other fields of 
service into which the Seniors were 
entering, they were urged not to 


forget the greatest opportunity — 
telling Christ to others. 

The largest mark of real devotion 
to Christ is the choice of the quiet, 
little place, with large opportunity 
for service. During the sermon 
the warning was several times ut- 
tered against mercenary motives in 
seeking the place of service. 

The point was emphasized that 
although we can easily divide one’s 
property after his death, one’s ac- 
complishment can be shared only in 
life. In the matter of feeding 
sheep, the apparent paradox was 
pointed out, that the more you feed 
the more you have; the more you 
serve, the greater your capacity for 
service. 

“The light that shines the far- 
thest, shines the brighest closest 
home.”

DEFEAT FRESHMEN IN FINAL GAME FOR 
BASEBALL CHAMPIONSHIP 


In a rather loose game last week 
the Academy defeated the Fi-esh- 
men in the last game for the in- 
ter-class baseball championship. 
Timely hitting of the Academy, to- 
gether with the rather erratic field- 
ing of the Freshmen enabled the 
preparatorystudents to win in the 
seventh inning. Thome and Meck- 
ley together struck out ten men, 
while Conner, for the Freshmen 
struck out three. Several wild over 
throws to first by third baseman By- 
ron unsteadied Thome in the fourth 
inning, and he was relieved by Mec- 
kley, the ace of the Academy pitch- 
ing staff. In the last inning, with 


the score 7 to 6, in favor of the 
Freshmen, Meckley of the Academy 
drove a high fly to left field, where 
it was not handled successfully, 
permitting Meckley to reach first in 
safety. Meckley stole second;

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In one of the fastest bhseball 
games ever staged on the college 
athletic field, the Literary students
